Loinclothed Mahatma Calls on 
Mussolini as He Did on 
King George.

ROME, Dec. 12.—Mahatma Gan- 
dhi missed an opportunity for an 
audience with Pope Pius today, ap- 
parentiy because his odd costume 
did not conform with the Vatican 
requirements of modesty. 

Premier Mussolini received him, 
however, this evening after Gandhi 
had spent more than an hour visit- 
ing the Vatican without seeing the 
Pontiff 

Vatican authorities said the ar- 


the Pope had been canceled be- 
cause his holiness had other press- 
ing engagements. It was learned, 
however, that they had felt the 
Gandhi loin cloth would be improp- 
er but that it would be too delicate 
a matter to ask the Indian to 
change his costume. 

Gandhi, on the other hand, was 
represented as believing that since 
he had not altered his native cos- 
time for King George, his own 
sovereign, he could not consistently 
do so for the head of the Catholis 
church.

MISSION PHONES FOR AID 


Fuel Nearly Exhausted at Ganado 
Hospital; Plows and Shovel- 
ers Clearing Road.

GALLUP, N. M., Dec. 11.—Snow 
plows fought their way through 
drifts five feet deep today in an 
effort to open highways to the 
Presbyterian Indian Mission at 
Ganado, Ariz., which is snowbound 
with its fuel supply nearly exhaust- 
ed. 
With the last bit of coal used up 
at the Sage Memorial Indian Hos- 
pital, and two children’s dormitor- 
ies at the mission. Dr. C. G. Sals- 
burry, head of the mission, tele- 
phoned to Defiance, Ariz, that the 
situation was becoming acute. All 
hands except nurses chopped wood 
today. Three hundreq and fifty 
persons, including 150 Indian 
children, housed in the Presby- 
terian dormitories, live at Ganado. 
A snow plow from Fort Defi- 
ance, 26 miles from Ganado, was 
sent to meet Indians who set out 
to shovel their way from Ganado. 
Fires in 14 buildings at the mis- 
sion have been put out to conserve 
fuel for the hospital and children’s 
dormitories.

Lenz and 
Jacoby bid three little slams and 
made them. Another one could 
have been made with a correct 


choice of bid~ Mrs. Culbertson 
made one. Her hu:band could 
have ‘ried for another, but pre- 


ferred a safe game and rubber. 

It was a speedy session. More 
rubbers were played than during 
any other and the rand total rose 
to 17 for Lenz and Jacoby to i11 
for their opponents. _Hands dealt 
were 45, reaching the rand total 
of 154. Lenz and Jacoby shut out 
the Culbertsons in three rubbers, 
the Culbertsons won one chut-out. 
It was a peace session. Jacoby 
praised the Culbertsons for being 
graceful losers and poor winners. 
Culbertson remarked that he found 
his opponents in excellent humor 
for a change. 

Culbertsons Outmaneuvered,. 


found grounds for argument, but 
neutral kibitzers were impressed 
again by the fact that shrewd old 
Lenz nd youthful nervy Jacoby 
know how to minimize their losses 
when the cards are running agaixst 
them — d also how to get the most 
out of “pianola” hands, or near

Mellon in Statement: Backs 
Hoover’s Proposal for 
Commission to Investigate 
Conditions. 


By the Associated Press. ; 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Under 
Secretary of the Treasury Mills to- 
day asked Senate leaders of both 
parties to agree on a statement to 
European nations permitting them 
to suspend their debt payments due 
on Tuesday pending ratification of 
the one-year moratorium. 

This action of Mills followed a 
statement last night by Secretary 
of the Treasury Mellon defending 
the President’s proposal] for recrea- 
tion of the War Debt Commission 
to study all facts relating to pay- 
ments by creditors of the United 
States. 

An informal understanding was 
finally reached between the admin- 
istration and Senate leaders that 
foreign governments would not be 
considered at fault if their war 
debt payments are not paid, pend- 
ing formal ratification of the mora- 
torium. 

Moratorium Bill Monday. 
The Hoover moratorium ratifica- 
tion bill will be introduced Monday 
by Chairman Collier of the House 
Ways and Means Committee. Hear- 
ings will begin Tuesday, with Un- 
dersecretary Mills testifying on the 
administration position. 

The hearings will be expedited 
in order to lay the measure before 
the House for action befére the 


Collier, a Mississippi Democrat, 
said he expected to make the mor- 
atorium measure public late to- 
morrow. It is being prepared by 
the Treasury Department with the 
assistance of the White House. 
Chairman Smoot of the Finance 
Committee will sponsor it in the 
Senate. 

Representative Rainey, Demo- 
cratic House leader, said: “The 
Democrats will not make the mora- 
torium a party question.” 

Rainey said he would vote 
against the moratorium, but the 
Democrats planned to leave to in- 
dividual members their own posi- 
tion on the matter. 

The administration wants to send 
a statement to the Powers from 
which payments are due Dec. 15 
assuring them that delay of ratifi- 
cation will cause no difficulty. 
President Hoover today threw 
every energy into an intense strug- 
gle to bring Congress around to fre- 
vision-of the European war debts. 
A spectacular outburst by mem- 
bers of Congress against further 
relief for Europe at the expense 
of this country, joined in by ad- 
ministration stalwarts as well 
Democratic leaders, brought into 
action Secretary Mellon. He picked 
up the Hoover cause last night with 
a statement as severe as any he has 
made in his 11 years of exchanges 
with Congress. 

“What intelligent business man 
or banker,” he asked, “would 
blindly refuse to investigate or to 
consider the altered circumstances 
of a debtor whose unsecured obli- 
gation he held?” 

Melion’s Statement. 

Secretary Mellon, in his 
ment, said: 
“There should be no misinterpre- 
tation as to the administration's 
recommendations to the Congress 
relating to the. debts due us from 
foreign governments and the re- 
creation of the World War Foreign 
Debt Commission. The administra- 
tion is opposed to cancellation. No 
recommendation made.carries any 
such implication. 


“It is, however, the duty of those 
in authority to deal with realities, 
and there is no escaping the fact 
|that some of our debtors cannot 
meet in full the payments due us 
until there has been a substantial 
measure of economic recovery, and 
that the position of others is so 
changed as to call for consideration 
of their present situation in the 
light of existing circumstances. 
“Our debt settlements were ef- 
fected on the basis of the capacity 
of the debtors to pay. As the Pres- 
ident said in his statement of June 
20, ‘as the basis of the settlement 
of these debts was the capacity 
under normal conditions of the 
debtor to pay. we should be con- 
sistent with our own policies and 
principles if we take into account 
the abnormal! situation now exist- 
ing in the world.’ —

plains of Challenger’s Delays.

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—The last 
rubber in Jast night’s session of our 
match against Sidney S. Lenz and 
Oswald Jacoby was one of my most 
interesting experiences at the 
bridge table. My husband engaged 
in a bidding duel with our oppo- 
nents which resulted in our scoring 
more than 2000 in sets. The rubber 
ended with a plus 600 for us, al- 
though technically it was won by 
our opponents, This is remarkable 
in that our opponents opened the 
rubber by bidding and making one 
of their numerous slams. 

Both Lenz and Jacoby seemed 
to be extraordinarily excited by the 
fact that they had raised their net 
score to 7030 points as the result 
of their laydown slam and began 
to make rather incautious bids. 
Apparently Culbertson detected 
their state of mind. 

Culbertsons’ Errors Costly. 

In spite of his brilliant bidding 
and play on this last rubber, Cul- 
bertson was really below his usua, 
standing. He was a top and bot- 
tom player. During the evening he 
made three costly errors. I make 
bold to criticise my husband be- 
cause, alas! my errors last night 
were even more costly than his. 

For instance, I managed to make 
a lead out of tur~ against a slam 
declaration. Opponents, accord- 
ing to the rules, forced my partner 
to lead a suit of their own choos- 
ing and, as a result, a little slam 
was made by them which could 
never havé been made had I not

I consider my pass of Lenz’s no 
trump bid better strategy than a 
bid of either suit. I was lying in 
wait for more no trump bidding 
from our opponents, who were vul- 
nerable and subject, therefore, to 
severey'penalties if we could set 
them. When, however, Jacoby bid 
two clubs I bid two hearts. Jaco- 
by’s double was for penalties and 
Lenz’s take-out was fortunate for 
us, as we could iave been penal- 
ized. Instead opponents lost 600 
points. 

Eighth Hand of Last Rubber. 


We also scored a fine result on 
the eighth hand of this last rubber. 
We bid and made our first slam on 
the 141st deal. It was significant 
in a number of ways. It was the 
first opening forcing bid of two in 
a suit by either my partner or my- 
self. To reach the only makeable 
slam, in clubs, it was necessary for 
my husband to give up 150 points 
for his four aces. The distribution 
of the hand so clearly indicated a 
suit declaration, however, that this 
was no sacrifice at all. A slam 
could not have been at no trumps 
as a study of the hand clearly 
shows.

POLICEMAN DIS IN 
RAID ON: MEETING 
IN EAST ST. LOUS 


Detective Floyd Combs, 43, 
Succumbs to Heart Dis- 
ease — Three Other Offi- 
cers Ill From Tear Gas. 


———— 


A policemzn fell dead, apparent- 
ly from heart disease, and three 
others were made ill by tear gas, 
in a raid last night in East St 
Louis on a meeting of alleged 
Communists. The raid marked the 
first time the East St. Louis police 
had used tear gas. 

The man who fell dead during 
the raid was Detective Sergeant 
Floyd Combs, 43 years old, known 
to hundreds of East St. Louisans 
as.“Buster.” Affected by gas were 
Chief of Police Leahy and Detective 
Ray Cashel, who are ill at their 
homes today, and Defective Lieu- 
tenant Thomas O’Brien, who not 
only suffered from the gas, but also 
was struck in the face by a wad 
from the Chief's shotgun, used to 
discharge the vapor. 

Objective of the raid was a resi- 
dence at 1324 Colas avenue, where 
East St. Louis. police were in- 
formed a meeting of Communists 
was to be held. Shortly before 9 
o’clock several policemen were 
stationed in front of the house 
while Leahy, O’Brien, Combs and 
Cashei went around to the back 
and entered by the rear door. 

Chief Discharges Gas Shells. 

Combs was left on the porch but 
the others went through the house 
into a front room where 16 per- 
sons, including four Negro women 
and five Negro men, were gathered, 
Chief Leahy discharged his shot- 
gun, loaded with tear gas shells, 
into the room. 

At that moment O’Brien stepped 
in front of him and the heavy wad 
struck him full in the face. The 
policemen, caught in their own gas 
barrage, retreated while the men 
and women in the meeting scam- 
pered out the front door, to be ar- 
rested on the sidewalk. 

Chief Leahy reported that as he 
and the others got to the back door 
they called to Combs, who was out 
of the range of the gas at that 
time, to follow them. Combs went 
down the steps to the yard and 
there collapsed. He was dead when 
an ambulance arrived at St. Mary’s 
Hospital. 

One of Prisoners Affected. 

Today only one of the persons ar- 
rested at the meeting felt any ap- 
preciable effects of the gas. He 
identified himself as Harold Cisco, 
21, a laborer, of 1024 Baker ave- 
nue. He had washed his hands and 
face with water to stop irritation 
by the gas and had found that the 
treatment raised blisters. 


The following names were in- 
cluded among those of the prison- 
ers taken at the meeting. 

Al Milman, 44, secretary of the 
Labor Lyceum Association of St. 
Louis; his 16-year-old son, 
Pete Logue, 38, steamfitter, 649

avenue. 

The police reported they confis- 
cated papers found at the meeting, 
including several lists headed “Roll 
of the Communist Party,’”” which 
contained names and East St. Louis 
addresses.

He Did Not Recognize 
Man Who Attacked Him 
in Garage. 


William N. Yarberry was ex- 
onerated today in the killing of 
his former brother-in-law, Timothy 
Fitzgerald, 36 years old, proprietor 
of a barber shop at 2743 North 
Vandeventer avenue, in a garage 


in the rear of 5956 Lotus avenue 
last night. 

The jury held that Yarberry had 
fired in self-defense after Fitz- 
gerald attacked him with a razor. 
Yarberry did not testify. Police 


recounted the story of the shoot- % 
ing that he made in a signed state- | : 


ment. 

Yarberry, whose wife is a sister 
of Mrs. Mary Fitzgerald, divorced 
wife of the slain man, lives at 6967 
Cote Brilliante avenue in a house 
Fitzgerald and his wife formerly 
occupied. Mrs, Fitzgerald and an 
unmarried sister, Miss Clara Ber- 
nard, also live there. The house is 
across the alley from the garage, 
where Fitzgerald was killed. 

Yarberry told police that he re- 


turned home at 6 o'clock and put é 


his automobile in the garage, but 
as he got out of the car, observed 
there was a man on tle opposite 
side of the garage. He said he went 
to the house obtained a flashlight 
and returned to find the man, 
whom he did not recognizé¢, seated 
On a running-board loading a re- 
volver. 
Used Victim’s Revolver. 

He wrested the revolver from the 
man, he said, but was attacked with 
a razor, his heavy sheépskin coat 
being slashed in three places. He 
said he then emptied the revolver 
at the man, reloaded the weapon 
with two more shells that were on 
the running board of the car and 
fired twice again. 

When police arrived, he went 
with them to jhe garage and identi- 
fied the body as that of Fitzgerald. 
The body bore seven wounds, in the 
chin, under the right eye, in the 
left shoulder and left side and three 
under the right shoulder. An open 
razor, which Yarberry identified 
as his, was found lying beside the 
body. Yarberry said the revolver 
was Fitzgerald’s. 

Mrs. Fitzgerald told police that 
she had been married to Fitzgerald 
in 1918 and divorced him two years 
later; that they were remarried ir 
1922 and divorced again last Tues- 
day. Since their final separation 
in September, she said that he had 
been constantly threatening her 
and on one occasion had broken 
into the house and slashed all her 
clothing with a razor. She related 
that he frequently was intoxicated 
and often carried a revolver. 

Had Searched the House. 
Yarberry informed the officers 
that Fitzgerald had gone to the 
Cote Brilliant avenue address yes- 
terday morning and had searched 
the house on the pretext that he 
was looking for Mrs. Fitzgerald. 

At that time, Yarberry said that 

Fitzgerald took something from a 
bathroom shelf and said that his 
razor had been there. He added 
that he had seen Fitzgerald on the 
street twice later in the day and 
that he was “pretty drunk.” At 
neither time, however, was Fitzger- 
ald near the house, 
Mrs. Fitzgerald, Mrs. Yarberry 
and Miss Bernard were not wit- 
nesses co the shooting, according to 
their statements, and knew nothing 
of it until Yarberry arrived at the 
house with the revolver in his hand 
and told them to call police. They 
has just returned, they said, from 
the home of a neighbor to call a 
doctor’s office and ask if Yarberry 
had been there. 

Yarberry. an electrician, has been 
under treatment recently following 
injuries in an accident at his place 
of employment. Fitzgerald lived at 
his barbershop. His wife said he 
was in service in the World War.

OUR COSTLY COUNTIES. 

Some time ago the Post-Dispatch suggested the re 
duction in the number of counties as a way to reduce 
the cost of government and at the same time pro 
duce a more efficient administration of local affairs 
through the elimination of needlessly repeated serv- 
ices. It was pointed out that the 161 counties of 
Georgia, the 114 of Missouri, the 105 of Kansas and 


conditions required numerous smal! seats of govern- 
ment—a time that now belongs to history, while its 
political consequences remain to burden the taxpayer. 
Since our first discussion of the matter, we re- 
ported that the movement was under way in Georgia, 
where two small] counties, without excuse for exist- 
ence, were consolidated with a third, which contains 
the City of Atlanta. Recently, the Louisville Court- 
er-Journal reported that a bill to permit county con- 
solidation would be intreduced at the next session 
of the Kentucky Legislature. Those in support of 
the measure call attention to the benefits, among 
others, which will accrue to the hospitals, poorhouses 
and other local public institutions, now frequently 
nothing short of disgraces. 
A recent editorial in the Springfield (Mo.) Daily 
News in behalf of county consolidation reported that 
Elmer E. Bradley, president of the Sangamon County, 
Il]., Board of Supervisors, is in favor of cutting the 
number of Illinois counties in half, and, further, that 
Mr. Bradley proposes consolidation of certain county 
offices to effect additional savings to taxpayers. 
Still more recently, the United States Chamber of 
Commerce announced the good sense of county con- 
solidation. In a statement released at its headquar- 
ters in Washington, it declared it “absurd to preserve 
in the present day such archaic geographica] lim- 
its for school districts, townships and counties as 
were suitable for rural communities in an age devoid 
of improved highways, automobiles and telephones. 
Similarly, it appears equally absurd and costly to 
permit artificial city and county boundaries to cut 
into numerous jurisdictions a single homogeneous 
area.” 
The whole case was admirably stated in an ad- 
dress by former Gov. Lowden before the Illinois 
Chamber of Commerce, parts of which were reprinted 
by the Post-Dispatch a few days ago. The unit of 
government which is closest to us has been over- 
looked. The affairs of the nation and state have re- 
ceived the voters’ attention. Affairs at the county 
seat have not. Yet it is the local governments that 
claim the larger part of our taxes. They provide 
protection, build and keep up the roads, administer 
the schools, enforce a large proportion of the laws 
and mete out justice to violators. They maintain the 
dependents and others who are not able to care for 
themselves. 
Mr. Lowden made specific proposals. The numer- 
ous courts of the county, justices of the peace, pro 
bate, county and what not, should be consolidated. In 
Illinois, the County Judge in the smallest county re 
ceives a salary of $1800, despite the fact that his of- 
ficial work requires but a negligible part of his time. 
Thus, it will be seen that, did no county pay more 
than the minimum, this one office would cost the 
Illinois taxpayers close to $200,000. The vast gav- 
ings that would come from abolishing local jails and 
almshouses in favor of regional institutions, to say 
nothing of the superior accommodations which would 
result, would be a most welcome turn in the tax 
problem. 
Application of reform in local government to so 
vast a state as Texas catches the imagination at once. 
Frank Putnam, writing in the Texas Weekly, has 
shown that in that State the decrease in local units, 
as well as the consolidation of numerous offices, 
which perform similar and in some instances dupli- 
cating services, would effect tremendous savings. 
The township, no less than the county, needs atten- 
tion. Once it had an important place in the govern- 
mental scheme. Today it has virtually none. The 
abolition of township tax collectors a few years ago 
in Illinois saves the taxpayers of that State $2,000,000 
a year. 
The movement for a reformation in the present 
wasteful system of local government is under way. 
When the people wake up to its necessity, the devo- 
tion of the job holders to their unnecessary jobs will 
be as effective as the commands of Canute to the sea. 
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THE VANISHING SUBURBAN TROLLEY. 

The Public Service Co. has virtually completed a 
program of curtailing its trolley service in St. Louis 
County, which it claims it has been operating at a 
heavy loss. Out of a total length of suburban lines 
of 78 miles, it already has dropped 8.94 miles, while 
the program calls for eliminating 12.44 miles more, 
nearly all of which soon will be abandoned. This 
will leave 56.62 miles of trolley lines, to be augment- 
ed eventually by a total of 13.61 miles of bus lines, 
of which 5.74 miles are in service now. 

If satisfactory modern bus service is given in place 
of the trolleys that are dropped, the riding public 
will not be seriously inconvenienced, and may, in- 
deed, be better off. However, there is no certain 
guarantee that the bus service will be adequate and 
will be rotained if found to be losing money. The 
State Public Service Commission, to be sure, has been 
requiring the substitution of busses when it issues 
trolley abandonment orders, but if the company 
should drop the busses in the future and the com- 
mission should order trolleys restored, there is a seri- 
ous possibility that the courts might not uphold the 
commission. : 

It has been the company’s contention that the mon- 
ey being lost on the county trolley lines might be 
turned to the improvement of service on the city 
lines, where the traffic is greatest. The commission, 
in effect, has upheld this argument by expressing the 
policy that the company was entitled to relief from 
continued operation of non-paying lines, where ade- 
quate substitute service was provided. The commis 
sion also has agreed with the company’s questionable 
theory that there should be relief from the burden 
of paying a share for road paving and other public 
improvements affecting trolley lines.

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A FUND FOR STREET SAFETY. 

It is vital to public safety that the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment approve and the Aldermen 
vote the $70,491 requested by Director of Streets and 
Sewers Brooks for eliminating certain street dangers. 
The'amount would go largely for 144 concrete light 
standards and 11 automatic traffic signals. This 
year’s toll on our streets, which already has passed 
by several deaths the 1930 total of 156, makes it im- 
perative to install safety devices as rapidly as pos- 
sible. Lines painted on the pavement at street car. 
stops “are not safety zones in any sense of the word,” 
the Safety Council says. That has long been ob- 
vious. The killing of two persons and injury of four 
others in such a sone when run down by a truck last 
week gives tragic confirmation to a commonly recog- 
nized fact. Safety zones guarded by a concrete cone 
and beacons have proved their value, Of 200 persons 
injured in or near safety zones this year, only one 
was in a zone of this type. 
The need for additional stop-and-go lights also is 
self-evident. Although Washington, Locust and Olive, 
between ‘Twelfth and Jefferson, have been designated 
as “stop” streets, the designation is valueless while 
the department lacks funds to erect the necessary 
signals. Each sign would be a direct means of sav- 
ing lives. 
The safety program of the Street Department has 
had niggardly treatment for years. In 1927, for in- 
stance, $10,000 was appropriated for the work—and 
the corresponding department in Los Angeles spent 
that amount for paint alone! Safety campaigns in 
the schools and among the motoring public have dif- 
ficult headway while our streets abound in traffic and 
pedestrian traps at busy corners and in unguarded 
safety areas. Mr. Brooks’ request is a modest one, 
and should be granted in full. 
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THE RADIO CENSUS. 
Of the 29,980,146 families in the United States in 
April of last year, 12,078,345, or 40.3 per cent, owned 
radio sets. New Jersey leads the country with 63 
per cent of its households listening in, and Missis- 
sippi is last, with 5.4 per cent. The eight South At- 
lantic states offer a fruitful field for radio salesmen, 
for 81 per cent of their families are without a dial 
to twist. All this, and much more, the radio industry 
has learned by courtesy of the Census Bureau, which 
counted radio sets at the same time it counted noses 
last year. While other businesses spend immense 
amounts on market surveys whereby to direct their 
selling activities intelligently, the radio industry, for 
some reason never explained, got the Government to 
gather its figures. Acknowledging radio’s importance

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HOLDING THE COURTS IN CONTEMPT. 
City Counselor Muench, in a radio speech, deplores 
the widespread disregard of civic obligation and 
ascribes to it the magnitude of present-day lawless- 
ness. He cited the case of a prominent citizen who 
was recently the victim of a traffic accident, caused 
by a drunken driver. Indignant over the incident, 
the citizen had one of his friends telephone Mr. 
Muench “to make sure” the driver would get his just 
deserts in court. Three charges were placed against 
him: disregard of a traffic signal, careless driving 
and driving, while intoxicated. When the man’s case 
came up in court, the indignant citizen failed to ap- 
pear, It was necessary to issue a subpena to get him 
into court, and then it developed he was not willing 
to prosecute on the first two charges. As to the third}. 
charge, on which the Judge compelled him to testify, 
he dodged the issue by saying he was not an expert 
on drunkenness and, therefore, could not tell whether 
the defendant was drunk or not. 
Mr. Muench drew the inference that a property 
settlement had been made and, his personal interest 
having been satisfied, the indignant citizen was no 
longer concerned in the public duty of prosecuting 
the traffic violator. We agree with Mr. Muench that 
this incident illustrates a gross disregard of com- 
munity obligation, but we should like also to add that 
it shows a disrespect for the courts, for which reme- 
dies exist. Judges in such cases should not permit 
citizens to make sport of the law, and to use the 
courts merely to chisel property settlements out of 
law violators. If we know the meaning of contempt, 
this is it. A few lusty fines, or at least a few public. 
rebukes from the bench, would help considerably to 
breed that feeling of community obligation for which 
Mr. Muench pleads.

Mayor or City Manager? 


Politics and self-exploitation, rather than best public interest, may influence either city 
manager or Mayor; partisanship can be eliminated under either system, if citizens 
desire; conflicts between administrative branches have occurred under both; 
form of government viewed as having slight bearing-on municipal efficiency. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR recent editorial on “The Rise of 
y the City Manager” is timely. You say 
that the adoption of this form wouid 
result in the substitution of economy and 
efficiency in municipal government for the 
politically operated city. And you assert 
that Cleveland’s recent abandonment of it 
was not due to indictment of the system 
per se, but rather the action was against 
the rule of the Republican machine. You 
quote expressions of opinion from esteemed 
publicists and political science writers to 
support your views. As you know, the 
output of written expression on this subject 
fills many volumes. Much of it is super- 
ficial, merely the work of novices and en- 
thusiasts, but some of it is» the result of 
mature thought grounded on accurate 
knowledge of sound principles of municipal 
government and exact information of prac- 
tical administration. 
You argue that the manager anxious to 
win promotion to some larger city on the 


basis of his record, and incidentally thereby 


to increase his income, would, to help his 
own interest, endeavor to build up a repu- 
tation for efficiency. So, in the council- 
manic type, the Mayor is constantly stimu- 
lated to satisfy the people and be respon- 
sive to their desires and expectations. In 
all that he says and does officially, he is 
controlled, or, in a great measure, influ- 
enced, by his anticipation of their praise 
or blame. At least, this would be the men- 
tal attitude of the normal individual. Both 


pe and the people know his reputation rests 


n the people’s approval or condemnation. 
Thus the city manager and the Mayor 
would be in like manner influenced by the 
same motive, namely, self-preservation, the 
strongest instinct of man. 

For the city manager plan, you support 
the common claim that it eliminates city 
politics, as commonly practiced, and puts 
emphasis on the work to be done and takes 
it away from what is generally understood 
as politics.

A city manager may seek to become a 
leader of community opinion, and overlook 
the fact that his function is as a municipal 
administrator and not as a politician or a 
leader of the electors. When he takes on 
political functions of this nature, he may, 
by public appeal, try to coerce thé commis- 
sioners or the council to accept his leader- 
ship. This method of perversion of public 
power for personal and selfish ends is as old 
as government itself. In a democracy, it is 
never-ceasing. Instances of such abuse of 
public. power may happen under the city 
manager plan. Indeed, a few flagrant in- 
stances have occurred, and invariably the 
people divide; some support the derelict 
manager and some the commissioners or 
council. The side which reaches the news- 
papers may win the day. 


The conflicts between the manager or 
councilmen or commissioners, often seen, 
are much like the conflict between various 
executive officers and department heads 
under. the old municipal charters, whose 
chief -oharacteristic was the diffusion of 
administrative power between the Mayor 
and the legislative branch in appointments 
and confirmations of officers. This is quite 
‘natural, because of the inevitable human 
impulse urging willful and unyielding men 
to use all power within their grasp to serve 
their desired ends. 

Human beings of strong character and 
commanding personality have been ever so. 
Every form of municipal organization, as, 
indeed, every type of government, contem- 
plates confidence and co-operation among 
departments and officers. Public service, 
like al] fields of human activity and respon- 
sibility, is largely a matter of give and take, 
without, of course, surrender of principle 
or honor. , 

Contrary to the belief, sometimes ex- 
pressed orally and in print, the improve- 
ment of city government during the past 
45 years is due to other causes than the 
manager and commission plan. Betterment 
hag not resulted so much from change of 
form as by awakening civic pride and real- 
ization of what city government requires 
and improvement of personnel of public 
servants which wrought efficiency in pro- 
viding community service. ; 

The jimited experience with the commis- 
sion-appointed manager so far is hardly 
sufficient to show whether the elective or 
appointive executive head will prove in the 
end to be the most satisfactory. But it is 
certain that the latter will never meet the 
extravagant claims of its advocates. No 
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WASHINGTON, Dec. 12. 
LLOWING is the statemcnt 
of President Hoover outlin- 
ing his program for economic 
recovery: 


“In my recommendations to 
Congress and in the organiza- 
tions created during the past 
few months, there is a definite 
program fo- turning the tide «f 
deflation and starting the coun- 
try upon the road to recovery. 
This program has been formu- 
lated after consultation with 
leaders of every branch of 
American public life, of labor. 
of agriculture, of commerce, 
and of industry. A considerable 
part of it depends on voluntary 
organization in the country. 
This is already in action. A 
part of it requires legislation. 
It is a non-partisan program. I 
am interested in its principles 
rather than its details. I appeal 
for unity of action for its con- 
summation. 


The major steps that we must 
take are domestic. The action 
needed is in che home field, and 
it is urgent. While re-estab- 
lishment of stability abroad is 
helpful to us and to the world, 
and I ar confident that it is in 
progress, yet we must depend 
upon ourselves. If we devote 
ourselves to these urgent do- 
mestic questions we can make 
@ very large measure of recov- 
ery irrespective of foreign in- 
fluences. 


That th> country may get 
this program thoroughly in 
mind, I review its major parts: 


1. Provision for distress 
among the unemployed by vol 
untary organization and united 
action of local authorities in co- 
operation with the President’s 
unemployment relief organiza- 
tion, whose appeal! for organiza- 
tion and funds has mc with a 
response unparalleled since the 
war. Almost every locality in 
the country has reported that 
it “will take care of its own.” 
In order to assure that there 
will be no failure to meet prob- 
lems as they arise, the organi- 
zation will continue through the 
winter. 

Federal Construction Program. 

2. Our employers are organ- 
ized and will continue to give 
rart-time work instead of dis- 
charging a portion of their em- 
ployes. This plan is affording 
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help to several million people 
who otherwise would have no 
resources. The Government will 
continue to aid unemployment 
over the winter through the 
large program of Federal. con- 
struction now in progress. This 
program represents an expend- 
iture at the rate of over $60,- 
000,000 a month. 

3. The strengthening of the 
Federal Land Bank system in 
the interest of the farmer. 

4. Assistance to home owners, 
both agricultural and urban, 
who are in difficulties in se- 
/ curing renewals of mortgages, 
by strengthening the country 
banks, savings banks and build- 
ing and loan associations 
through the creation of a sys- 
tem of home loan discount 
banks. By restoring these in- 
stitutions to normal function-

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ing, we will see a revival in em- 
ployment in new construction. 

5. Development of a plan to 
assure early distribution to de- 
positors in closed banks, and 
thus relieve distress amongst 
millions of smaller depositors 
and smaller businesses. 

6. The enlargement under 
full safeguards of the discount 
facilities of the Federal Re- 
serve banks in the interest of a 
more adequate credit system. 
Emergency Finance Corporation 

7. The creation for the period 
of the emergency of a re- 
construction finance corpora- 
tion to furnish necessary credit 
otherwise unobtainable under 
existing circumstances, and so 
give confidence to agriculture, 
to industry and to labor against 
further paralyzing influences 
and shocks, but more especially 
by the reopening of credit 
channels which will assure the 
maintenance and normal work- 
ing of the commercial fabric. 

8. Assistance to all railroads 
by protection from unregulated 
competition, and to the weaker 
ones by the formation of a 
credit pool, es authorized by 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. and by other measures, 
thus affording security to the 
bonds held by our insurance 
companies, our savings banks 
and other benevolent trusts, 
thereby protecting the interest 
of every family and promoting 
the recuperation of the rail- 
ways. 

9. The revision of our bank- 
ing laws so as better to safe- 
guard the depositors. é 

10. The safeguarding and 
support of banks through the 
Natural Credit Association, 
which has already given great 
confidence to bankers and ex- 
tended their ability to make 
loans to commerce and indus- 
wy. 

Sound Public Finance. 

11. The maintenance of the 
public finance on a sound 
basis. 

(a) By drastic economy. 

(b) Resolute opposition to 
the enlargement of Federal] ex- 
penditure until recovery. 

(c) A temporary increase in 
taxation, so distributed that the 
burden may be borne in pro- 
portion to ability to pay 
amongst all groups and in such 
a fashion as not to retard re- 
covery. 

12. The maintenance of the 
American system of individual 
initiative and individual and 
community responsibility. 

“The broad purpose of this 
program is to restore the old 
job instead of create a made 
job, to help the worker at the 
desk as well as the bench, to 
restore their buying power for 
the farmers’ products—in fact, 
turn the processes of liquidation 
and deflation and _ start the 
country forward all along the 
line. . 

“This program will affect 
favorably every man, woman 
and child—not a special class 
or any group. One of its pur- 
poses is to start the flow of 
credit now impeded by fear and 
uncertainty, to the detriment of 
every manufacturer, business 
man and farmer. To re-estab- 
lish normal functioning is the 
need of the hour.” 


URGES SENATORS

$678,000,000 worth of American 
agricultural and industrial prod- 
ucts. The eco.omic and financial 
changes of the past year have im- 
mense'y increased the burden of 
her payments to us. 

“The series of events through 
which Great Britain was forced off 
the gold standard are too recent to 
require enumeration. Today the 
pound sterling is selling at $3.315 
to the pound, which is a 32 per 
cent discount as compared with 
last year, when it stood at parity 
or $4.866. All debts to Breat Brit- 
tain from foreign governments, ex- 
cept reparation payments, which 


|are not being collected at all this 


year and are not likel- to be col- 
lected in full next year, are pay- 
able in sterling. Her debt to us is 
payable in gold dollars. The com- 
bined effect of these unfavorable 
factors results in an enormously in- 
creased burden for the people of 
Great Britain. 

“Paymen.s due during the pres- 
ent fiscal year will serve to exem- 
plify the magnitude of the addition- 
al burden. With the pound ster- 
ling at par, the sritish Treasury 
needs 32,800,000 pounds in order 
to pay us $159,500,000. With the 
pound sterling at the rate at which 
it sold on Dec. 10, 1931, it would 
take 48,100,000 pounds, or an in- 
crease of 15,300,000 pounds, or 47 
per cent. Or, in other words, the 
burden on the British taxpayer is 
increased by almost one-hclf. 


Increase in Payments. 

“When the British debt settlement 
was made it was estimated that its 
present value at a 4% per cent in- 
terest rate was 80 per cent of the 
total amount due prior to funding. 
If the amount to be raised in 
pounds sterling to meet the obliga- 
tions to us in dollars is increased 
by 47 per cent, it becomes apparent 
that from the standpoint of the 
British taxpayer he is asked to 
meet not the obligation as estab- 
lished by our debt commission, but 
an amount considerably in excess of 
such obligation. 

“Nothing could more forcibly il- 
lustrate the changed situation 
which places on the executive, as 
well as the legislative branches of 
Government the duty of re-exam- 


ining the obligations of our debtors 


and their ability to meet them dur- 
ing a period of world-wide eco- 
nomic depression. 

“Does any one believe that Aus- 
tria or Hungary should be asked 
to pay the installments due from 
them in view of the extraordinarily 
straightened circumstances in 
which the people of those two 
countries find themselves and the 
great difficulty which they experi- 
ence in obtaining foreign exchange 
for the purpose of carrying on even 
the minimum of essential com- 
merce with the rest of the world? 

“Does anyone believe that Ger- 
many should be asked by the Unit- 
ed States Government to meet her 
payments on the costs of the army 
of occupation when such a demand 
by us must be inevitably followed 
by demands of other creditors to 
pay her reparations in full? 

New Questions Arise. 

“These instances should suffice 
to demonstrate that to stand on 
the letter of our bond, and to re- 
fuse to investigate or to consider 
the facts, is to fail in our respon- 
sibility to the American people 
whom we represent and to the deb- 
tors whose capacity to pay we our- 
selves undertook to determine. 

“What intelligent business man 
or banker would blindly refuse to 
investigate or to consider the al- 
tered circumstances of a debtor 
whose unsecured obligations he 
held? 

“The situation of our debtors has 
been immensely altered during the 
course of the last two years. New 
questions in relation to those debts 
are bound to arise in the course of 
the next few months. The Con- 
gress should be in a_e ~»position, 
through a commission created by 
it and composed in part of its own 
members, to ascertain what the 
facts actually are and to deal with 
these new problems as they arise. 

“It is with such thoughts as 
these in mind that the President 
recommended the recreation of the 
World War Foreign Debt Commis- 
sion. I am confident that upon 
mature consideration this recom- 
mendation will commend itself to 
the Congress.”

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WAGNER IDYL HEADS 
SYMPHONY PROGRAN 


Orchestra Also Gives Effective 
Performance of Franck 
D Minor Work. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 
MOVING quality of innocence 
gives the Siegfried Idyl a 
unique place among the works 

of Richard Wagner. Nowhere else, 


between Walter and Eva, does one 
find such tenderness and compas- 
sion. The reason is not hard to 
find. The sight of his infant son, 
so helpless, so appealing and at 
the same time so rich with prom- 
ise of future shining deeds, brought 
life into a new focus and for the 
moment made it something more 
than an arena for caterwauling 
eroticism and hair-shirted renun- 
ciation. 

The sort of love that Wagner cel- 
ebrated in his important operatic 
works is not to be found in the 
pages of the Siegfried unless one 
happens to be equipped with a 
Freudian | microscope. Its lyrical 
ecstasy carries the implication of 
a more naive wonder and delight 
—even though the thematic mate- 
rial is employed to other purposes 
in his music-drama—and the eter- 
nal father, looking into the cradle, 
sees not only his own son but the 
whole procession of life. 

In a program that included that 
Cesar Franck D Minor symphony, 
the Siegfried Idyl still managed to 
be the major work of the day. As 
played yesterday afternoon at the 
Odeon by the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra under the direction of 
Vladimir Golschmann, it miracu- 
lously renewed itself, as it usually 
does, and had all the force of an 
initial revelation. 

Restraint without rigidity and 
delicacy without thinness were 
characteristic virtues of Golsch- 
mann’s directions. The string choir, 
which threatened to have an off 
day in the first movement of the 
symphony, became warm, flexible 
and gracious in this number. It was 
a splendid performance by any 
standard. 

The Cesar Franck symphony 
plumbed no depths and scaled no 
heights but by virtue of skillfully 
contrived suspense, judicious ac- 
cents, well proportioned and vigor- 
ous climaxes, was given an effec- 
tive performance. 

Respighi’s “Pines of Rome” 
brought the program to a close. 
Respighi’s music sounds much bet- 
ter than it really is when one hears 
it for the first time but no amount 
of virtuosity in piling up orches- 
tral effects can hide its appalling 
emptiness after a third or fourth 
hearing. There was a time when 
it looked as if Respighi had writ- 
ten another one of those perennial!

English Singers Give Concert at the

The English Singers came to 

Howard Hall, The Principia, for a 


an absence of several years. As 
was the case when they sang here 
the. first time, their concert was 
an unmodified source of delight. 

Musical alertness, precision in at- 
tack, tonal balance—in short, a 
seasoned ensemble, combined with 
a complete understanding of the 
music they sang, gave to this group 
an extraordinary distinction... Their 
program last night was drawn, for 
the most part, from the golden age 
of counterpoint, which also hap- 
pened to be the golden age of En- 
glish music. Motets, madrigals, 
carols and ballads were reproduced 
in the spirit of a day which knew 
Shakspeare, Bacon, Marloke, Queen 
Elizabeth, cakes and ale. 

Among the numbers which were 
sung here for the first time was an 
unusual and highly poetic setting 
for the poem “Corpus Christi” by 
Peter Warlock, an English com- 
poser who died recently. Dissonant 
harmonies at close intervals and a 
certain use of parallel progressions, 
gave the music a modern feeling 
without making it uncongenial to 
the text. The ensemble also sang 
that famous thirteenth century 
round. “Sumer is icumen in.” 
Though this was the first canon 
and represented the first use of 


rsix-part harmony, and the first use 


of a ground bass, it still has ‘a 
high musical value beyond its his- 
toric significance. 

Listening to these singers 
threading their way through the 
polyphonic mazes of the madrigal 
and the motet one was astonished 
and pleased at their unusual skill. 
Yet such skill was an ordinary ac- 
complishment in Elizabethan days. 
As Mr. Cuthbert Kelly said, “Every 
educated gentleman of that period 
was expected to be able to read a 
madrigal at sight. Times have 
changed.” 

Alas yes! In these troubled times 
a gentleman is doing well if he 
reads his mail.

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WINSTON CHURCHILL URGES 
U. S.-BRITISH CO-OPERATION 


English Statesman Makes First 
Talk of American Tour at 
- Worcester, Mass, 
By the Associated Press, 

WORCESTER, Mass., Dec. 12.— 
Need for co-operation between 
Great Britain and the United States 
in preserving world peace and 
bringing the world through the 
present depression was stressed 
last night by Winston Churchill, 
English statesman, in addressing 
1000 persons at a dinner meeting 
of the Worcester Economic Club 
here. It was Churchill's first 
speech since his arrival in New 
York yesterday morning for a lec- 
ture tour of the United States. 

The world-wide depression will 
continue until the shortage of gold 
and the inflation of its value which 
have been going on for two years 
are checked, Churchill said. 

The success of the English sys- 
tem of promoting temperance in 
contrast to American prohibition 
was cited by Churchill as an issue 
in which this country could take a 
lesson from England. He said that, 
by treating intemperance as a dis- 
ease rather than a mora! issue, En- 
gland had reduced drunkenness ar- 
rests by one-half since 1913, had 
reduced consumption of liquor, 
partly through heavy taxation, and 
at the same time had brought in 
money “which has passed into the 
hands of the tax gatherer rather 
than into less agreeable hands.”’

FEARS NO PHILIPPINE REVOLT 


Quezon Says Agitation Will Hurt 
Cause of Freedom, 
By the Associated Press. 

MANILA, Dec. 12.—Manuel 
Quezon, president of the Philippine 
Senate, today denied any possibil- 
ity of a general revolt against the 
Government. 

In issuing the denial he ex- 
pressed fear that reports of anti- 
Government plot recently which 
have been resulted in the arrest of 
more than 200 alleged members of 
the Tangulan Secret Society might 
give such an impression. Quezon 
blamed “demagogues and red lead- 
ers” for the agitation, which, he 
said, would hurt “‘our cause,” for 
which the independence mission is 
now on the way to America.

for charity here this afternoon before a colorful crowd of 77,000

Travis Brown kicked a field goal 
for Army in the second period, 
while Herb went over for a touch- 
down, to give West Point a 10-to-0 
lead at the end of the first half. 
Navy worked a forward pass for a 
score in the third period, but Herb 
scored again for Army in the final 


quarter. Stecker was the outstand- 
ing ground gainer for the Army 
eleven. 


Played under palmy weather con- 
ditions, with a “gate” estimated at 
$375,000, the game marked a re- 
turn of old-time Army-Navy color 
and pageantry. The Cadets ripped 
down the goal posts in short order 
and serenaded the Middie stands 
with “taps.’’ 

4t was Army’s third successive 
victory. 

The play by play account of the 
game follows: 

FIRST PERIOD. 

Navy won the toss, as Captains 
Tuttle and Price met in mid-field. 
The Sailors chose to receive the 
kickoff. Using the old-fashioned 
kicking tee, Harley Trice, Army 
guard, kicked off. Tschirgi took the 
ball on the sideline and was forced 
out on Navy's 22. Bullet Lou Kirn 
smacked the line for four yards 
on the first play and picked up five’ 
more off Army’s left tackle. 

Hurley barely missed first down, 
and Kirn punted out of bounds on 
Army’s 37. Kilday and Stecker 
slashed at the line, picking five 
yards in two plays. Brown then 
punted to Moncure, Navy quarter- 
back, who took the ball on his own 
15 and was tackled after advancing 
Only three yards. 

Kirn broke around his right end 
to Navy's 32 for a gain of 17 yards 
and first down. A thick haze en- 
veloped the gridiron, almost ob- 
scuring the play. Tschirgi and Kirn 
failed to gain and the latter punt- 
ed. The ball was partially blocked 
by Price and Trice, Army, recov- 
ered on Navy’s 42-yard line. 

Stecker raced wide and passed 
to Kilday, but the gain was barely 
a yard as Navy blanketed the play. 
Stecker hit the tackles twice for 
a total gain of five yards, then 
Kilday was stopped a foot short of 
first down and Navy gained the 
ball on its own 33-yard line. Kirn 
picked up two yards and Tschirgi 
then twisted seven off tackle. Hur- 
ley was stopped by Price, but Army 
was off side and Navy had first 
down on its own 48. 

Navy took a five-yard penalty 
for offside and Tschirgi promptly 
got back four. Kirn then passed 
over center to Smith, left end, who 
Was dragged down on Army’s 48- 
yard line. 

Kirn smashed at Army’s left end 
for two yards, then kicked out of 
bounds on Army’s 29. Gains of five 
yards by Carver and Stecker were 
offset by an offside penalty, and 
Brown punted to Moncure, who 
fumbled as he was tackled on 
Navy’s 30. Suarez recovered on 
Navy's 32 for the Cadets. 

inate Quarterback Injured. 

Moncure, Middle quarterback, 
was injured and replaced by Becht. 
Army was penalized five yards for 
offside. Kilday plunged four and 
Stecker one. Smith, Navy end, 
stopped Stecker before he could 
reach the line of scrimmage. Brown 
tried a goal line pass, as he faded 
back to the 45-yard line, but it was 
knocked down by Tschirgi. Navy 
again took the ball on its own 30- 
yard line. 

The sailors had pulled them- 
selves out a hole by superb de- 
fensive work but Kirn’s punt from 
the goal line flew out of bounds 
On Navy's 31-yard line. 

Army, facing its first opportun- 
ity, was jolted when Capt. Tuttle 
broke through to tackle Brown for 
an eight-yard loss.

On the next play, Hurley picked 
up six yards.

SECOND PERIOD. 


Army tried to put some punch 
into its rushing attack at the out- 
set of the second period and Ray 
Stecker, in three plays, gained 14 
yards for Ariny’s initial first down.
